A Period of Anxiety 
(Continued from Saturday) 
F^ROM daylight until IO a. in. of 
* 
July 2 was a period of anxiety 
for both Meade and Lee. 
Meade 
was concerned about th e safety of 
his right, as he believed th a t Lee 
would follow up his failure of July 
I and attack there rath er th an on 
any other part of the line, and in 
fact this was what Lee expected to 
do, but after going to his left on the 
m orning of July 2, and holding a 
conference with Ewell, Early and 
others, who advised against it, he 
returned and decided to m ake the 
attack on M eade’s left. 
On the other hand M eade be­ 
lieved th a t if his right were a t­ 
tacked the enemy m light reach the 
Baltim ore pike and the Taneytow n 
road and cut off his m ain arteries 
of supplies from his base at W est­ 
m inster.

The statem ent has been made 
that he was misdirected by Doctor 
A nnan, a prom inent citizen of Em ­ 
m itsburg who acted as pilot. As the 
statem ent does an injustice to Doc­ 
tor Annan, a part of H um phreys’ 
report will be given in order to show 
{th a t the m istake was m ade by a 


I confusion of orders sent by G en­ 
erals Howard and Sickles. 
H um ­ 
phreys says: 
“‘When halfway to Gettysburg, 
a despatch from General Howard 
to General Sickles, commanding 
the Third corps, was delivered to 
me by Captain McBlair, of my 
staff, in which the latter general 
was warned to look out for his 
left in coming up to Gettysburg, 


and about the same time I learn­ 
ed from a citizen, who had guided 
part of General Reynolds’ com­ 
mand, that our troops occupied 
no ground near Gettysburg west 
of the road from that town to 
Emmitsburg. 
"As we approached the crossing 
of Marsh run. I was directed by 
.General Sickles, through a staff 
* (fleer, to take position on the left 
of Gettysburg as soon as I came 
up. 
For reasons that will be ap­ 
parent, 
from 
this statement 
I 
concluded that my division should 
from this point follow the road 
leading into the main road to 
Gettysburg, reaching 
the latter 
road in about a mile and a half, 
and at a distance from Gettys­ 
burg of about 2 miles; but Lieu­ 
tenant-Colonel Hayden was posi­ 
tive that General Sickles had in­ 
structed him to guide the division 
by way of the Black Horse tavern, 
on the road from Fairfield to Get­ 
tysburg. 
Accordingly, 
I 
moved 
the division in that direction, but, 
noon 
approaching 
the 
Black 
Horse tavern, I found myself in 
the immediate 
presence of the 
enemy, who occupied that road in 
strong force. 
Ile was not aw ate 
of my approach, and I might have 
attacked him 
at daylight with 
the certainty of a temporary suc­ 
cess; hut I was 3 miles distant 
from the remainder of the army, 
and I belived that such a course 
would have been inconsistent with 
the 
plan of operations of the 
commanding general. 
I accord­ 
ingly 
retraced 
my 
steps, 
and 
marched 
by 
the 
route 
I have 
heretofore indicated, bivouacking 
at I a. rn. on July 2, about J mile 
from Gettysburg and eastward of 
the Emmitsburg road.”** 
One brigade 
(B urling’s) 
and a 
battery had been left at Em m its­ 
burg. 
These cam e up cm the Em ­ 
mitsburg road about 9 a. rn and re ­ 
joined the division. G eneral Sickles 
established tem porary headquarters 
in a strip of woods west of the T a­ 
neytown road and south of Meade’s 
headquarters known as Patterson 
woods. 
Between eight and nine o’clock in 
the m orning G eneral Meade sent 
his son, Captain George Meade, an 
aide on his staff, to Sickles to in ­ 
quire of him if his troops were yet 
in position. 
On reaching Sickles’ 
headquarters C aptain Meade met 
C aptain 
Randolph, 
an 
aide 
on 
Sickles’ staff, and was told by him 
th at Sickles, being very tired, was 
resting in his tent. C aptain Meade 
then gave the message to Captain 
Randolph, who went into the tent 
and gave it to Sickles, who reported 
through Randolph th a t he was in 
doubt where he should go and th at 
the Third corps was not yet in posi­ 
tion. Captain Meade then returned 


to M eade’s headquarters and re­ 
ported accordingly. C aptain Meade 
was ordered to return and report to 
Sickles th a t he was to connect with 
the left of the Second corps and oc­ 
cupy the position held by Geary the 
night before.
